May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the 
following Tables and remarks relative to Banking, 
and to the amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock upon which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, together 
with information concerning the weekly traffic receipts 
of the Irish Railways during the half year ended 30th 
June, 1893 ; and an abstract of the principal railway 
statistics of Ireland for the first half of each of the seven 
years 1887-93; also Tables with reference to the tonnage 
of Vessels entered and cleared at each of the Irish Ports. 
The Tables on these subjects are in continuation of those 
previously issued by this Department. 

The information comprised in the first series of Tables 
consists of the total of the deposits and cash balances in 
the J oint Stock Banks of Ireland on the 30th of June, 1893, 
and on the corresponding date in each preceding year 
since the year 1873 inclusive, compiled from confidential 
returns furnished by the authorities of the various banks 
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with their usual courtesy ; the estimated balance of 
deposits remaining in Post Office and Trustee Savings 
Banks on the 30th of June of each year since the year 
1873 inclusive, derived from official sources; together 
with the total amount of Government Funds, India 
Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock,* on which dividends 
are payable at the Bank of Ireland, kindly supplied by 
the Governor of the Bank ; and the average bank note 
circulation of the sis banks of issue in Ireland in the 
month of June since 1883, compiled from the Dublin 
Gazette Tables are also inserted affording half-yearly 
comparisons for the ten years 1883-92 and the first half 
of this year under each of the heads referred to above. 

The Tables comprising the returns of the weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Railways have been compiled from 
data for which I am indebted to the authorities of the 
various Railway Companies. 

Beturns with reference to the tonnage of Ships 
entered and cleared at Irish Ports have been kindly 
furnished by the Board of Customs, and were specially 
prepared for the purposes of this Report by the Statistical 
Department of that Board. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock Banks 
in the middle of the year which had gradually increased 
from £29,223,000 in June, 188G, to £34,565,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1892 further rose to £34,637,0001 
in J une of the present year, being an increase of £72,000, 
as compared with the amount in the middle of last year

2. Savings Banks. 

. ' The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist of 
two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks, 
which are set out in Table II. and Table II. (a), and 
those in Trustee Savings Banks, shown in Table Ilf. and 
Table HI. (a). 
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At the end of June of this year, the estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at 
£4,155,000, as compared with £4,069,000, for the corre- 
sponding period of 1892, showing an increase of £86,000, 
or 21 per cent.

Table II. (a) shows by half years, for the past ten 
years, the estimated balances in the Post Office bavings 
Banks. It will be observed that the estimated balance 
(£4,155,000) on the 30th June last shows a decrease 
of £49,000 as compared with the estimated amount 
(£4,204,000) at the close of the year 1892. This is the 
first occasion since the establishment of these Banks 
that the estimated balance at the close of a half-year was 
less than that for the half-year preceding. 
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For several years a Table showing the distribution of . 
the balances in Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland 
according to counties was given in connection with these 
Statistics ; it is to be regretted that the information for 
the year 1892 is not available; the Table is therefore 
necessarily omitted.

In order to show in a combined form the progress' of 
the accumulation of small savings in Banks in Ireland, 
Tables IY. and IV. (a) have been constructed. Table IV. 
shows that for the first time since the year 1879 the 
total amount in the Savings Banks in Ireland in June was 
less than that for the corresponding period of the prcced- 
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ing year, the amount for the -30th June last being 
£6,011,000 or £16,000 under that for the corresponding 
day in 1892.

Table IV. (a) shows the amount of small savings, by 
half years, for the past ten years. It will be observed 
that in the first six months of the year ended the 30th 
June last there was an increase of £141,000 as compared 
with the amount in Savings Banks on the 30th June, 
1892, but that during the second half of the year the 
increase was more than neutralized by a decrease of 
£160,000, with the result that, as already stated, the 
estimated balance on the 30th of June last was £16,000 
under that for June, 1892.

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3. Government Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed 
Land Stock * 

From Table V. it is seen that the amount of Govern- 
ment Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock 
on which dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland was, 
in June, 1893, £25,283,000, compared with £26,042,000 
in June, 1892, being a decrease of £759,000, or 2 '9 per 
cent., following a decrease of £567,000 in the year ended 
30th June, 1892, as compared with the previous year.

Dealing with the Bank Note circulation in a manner 
similar to that adopted with regard to the question of 
deposits and cash balances, it will be seen by Table VI. 
that there has been an increase of £123,000 in the circu- 
lation as compared with the year 1892, the value having 
risen from £5,965,000 in June, 1892, to £6,088,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1893. The amount for 
June, 1892 was £200,000 below that for June, 1891.

The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables

1st. That in June, 1893, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1892, there was an 
increase of £72,000 in the Deposits and Cash 
Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks. 

2nd. That there was a decrease amounting to 
£738,000 in Deposits .and Cash Balances in the 
Irish Joint Stock, Banks in June, 1893, as 
compared with December, 1892. 

3rd. That there was a net decrease of £16,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
June, 1893, as compared with the same period 
of 1892. " . 1 
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4th. That there was a decrease of £160,000 in the 
Deposits in Sayings Banks in June, 1893, as 
compared with December, 1892. 

5th. That in June, 1893, as compared with the 
same period of 1892, there was a decrease of 
£759,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock, on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland. 

Gth. That in June, 1893, there was an increase of 
£85,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock, on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, as compared with December, 1892. 

7th. That in June, 1893, there was an increase of 
£123,000 in the amount of Bank Note circu- 
lation, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1892. 

8th, That there was a diminution of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £199,000 in June, 
1893, as compared with December of the 
previous year. 

5. Railway Statistics, 

Table VII. gives the receipts of Irish .Railways,' week 
by week, for the first half of the year 1893, compared 
with those for 1892.- 

A review of the weekly traffic return shows that in 
five of the twenty-six weeks the receipts fell below the 
amounts for the corresponding weeks of the year 1892, 
and in all the other weeks the receipts exceeded those 
in the corresponding weeks of that year, the net result 
being that the total receipts for the twenty-six weeks 
show an increase, of £55,024, or 3'8 per cent, as com- 
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pared with the corresponding half of last year, the 
receipts for which period were £55,969 below those for 
the first half of the year 1891. 

Table VIII. gives some of the principal statistics for 
Irish Railways during the first half of each of the seven 
years 1887-93, for comparison with the aggregate figures 
at foot of Table VII. for 1892-93.

From information kindly furnished by the Railway 
Department of the Board of Trade, it appears that the 
Authorized Capital of Irish Railways at the end of the 
year 1892 was £44,399,292; of which £31,473,961 was 
by Shares and Stocks, and £12,925,331 by Loans and 
Debenture Stock. 

The paid-up Stock and Share Capital amounted to 
£27,711,669, consisting of £16,338,012 Ordinary, 
£3,120,669 Guaranteed,, and £8,252,988 Preferential. 
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The Capital raised by Loans and Debenture Stock was 
£10,790,591, viz., £1,107,971 Loans, and £9,682,620 
Debenture Stock ; making a total of paid-up and bor- 
rowed Capital amounting to £38,502,260 — which is at 
present the working capital of the Irish Railway system. 


6. Shipping Returns. 

It appears from Ihe following Table, IX., that the yearly 
average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade, which were 
entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1882-91 was 880,061 ; the highest was 1,008,757 in 
1890, and the lowest, 771,574 in 1886; in 1892 the 
tonnage entered was 1,040,433,* or 140,557 in excess of 
the tonnage for 1891, and 160,372 above the average for 
the ten years, 1882-91. The average tonnage of vessels 
in the coasting trade, entered in the Ports of Ireland 
during the decade 1882-91, was 5,218,194; the tonnage 
entered in 1892, was 5,590,049, being an increase of 
93,586, as compared with the tonnage for 1891, and 
371,855 more than the yearly average for the ten years 
1882-91. 

The average tonnage of vessels, in the foreign trade, t 
cleared during the ten years 1882-91 was 343,845 ; the 
tonnage cleared* in 1S92 was 393,713, or 49,868 over 
the average. The average tonnage of vessels, in the 
coasting trade, cleared during the ten years 1882-91 was 
3,908,481 ; in 1892 it was 4,214,607, or 306,126 more 
than the average for the decade 1882-91, and 83,992 
over the tonnage in 1891, which is the highest for any 
of those ten years. 

A Table (X.) showing, for each of the Ports in Ireland, 
the number and tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
during the year 1892 is given on page 23.

May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the 
following Tables and remarks relative to Banking in 
Ireland, and to the amount of the Government Funds, 
India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock upon which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, together 
with information concerning the weekly traffic receipts of 
the Irish Railways for the years 1892-93, and an abstract 
of the principal railway statistics of Ireland for the ten 
years 1 883-92. The Tables on these subjects are in con- 
tinuation of those previously issued by this Department. 

The information comprised in the Tables relating to 
Banking and Investment Statistics consists of the total 
of the deposits and cash balances in the Joint Stock 
Banks of Ireland on the 31st of December, 1893, and 
on the corresponding date in each preceding year since 
the year 1873 inclusive, compiled from confidential re- 
turns kindly furnished by the authorities of the various 
banks ; the balance of deposits remaining in Post Office 
and Trustee Savings Banks on the 31st of December 
of each year since the year 1873 inclusive, derived from 
official sources ; the total amount (on 31st December in 
each year since 1873) of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
and Guaranteed Land Stock,* on which dividends are

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payable at the Bank of Ireland, with the amount of each 
description of Stock on 31st December, 1893, kindly 
supplied by the Governor of the Bank ; and the average 
bank note circulation of the six banks of issue in Ireland 
in the month of December since 1883, compiled from 
the Dublin Gazette. 

In addition to the tables here mentioned, I have in- 
serted others affording half-yearly comparisons for 1893 
and the preceding ten years under each of the heads 
referred to ; these half-yearly comparisons tend to correct 
any false impression which might be caused by informa- 
tion collected at a period of the year when the Christmas 
trade produces an increased movement of money. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in the Joint Stock 
Banks, in December, 1893, as shown in Table I., stood 
at £35,852,000 (exclusive of £1,394,242 Government 
and other Public Balances in the Bank of Ireland), as 
compared with £35,375,000 at the corresponding period 
in the year 1892, being an increase of £477,000, or P3 
per cent., following an increase of £843,000, or 2 '4 per 
cent., at the close of 1892, as compared with the 
amount for December, 1891, and showing an advance of 
£6,081,000, or 20 - 4per cent., on the amount for Decem- 
ber, 1887, since which period, comparing December with 
December, there has been a continuous annual increase, 
It will be seen from the Table that the amount under 
this heading in December last was also in excess of that 
for December in any of the 20 years preceding 1893 : it 
was, in fact, the highest amount yet reached. In Table 
I. (a) the amounts of deposits and cash balances are com- 
pared by half-years : it shows that the customary increase 
in December as compared with June occurred, the increase 
on this occasion being £1,215,000, as compared with an 
increase of £810,000 for the corresponding period of 
1892, and an increase of £832,000 for December, 1891. 
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It will be recollected that (as set forth in Table I a). 
the balance in June last exhibited a decline of £738,000, 
as compared with the amount for the close of the year 
1892 ; the figures given above, however, show that there 
has been a great rebound during the last half year.

2. Sewings Banks. 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist of 
two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks 
which are set out in Table II., and those in Trustee 
Savings Banks, shown in Table III. It will be observed 
from Table II. that although the increment in 1893 was 
not as large as in recent years, the annual balance in the 
Post Office Savings Banks continues to increase. 

In December of that year, the amount in the Post 
Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at £4,343,000, 
as compared with £4,204,000, for the corresponding 
period of 1892, being an increase of £139,000.

Table II. (a) shows by half years, since June, 1883, 
the accumulation of deposits in the Post Office Savings 
Banks. From this Table it appears that with the 
exception ot the first six months of last year, there was

The progress of the accumulation of small savings in 
Post Office and Trustee Banks in Ireland combined, 
is shown in Tables IV. and IV. (a.) From Table IV. it 
will be seen that there has been a slight increase in 
savings during the year, the total amount in the Savings 
Banks in Ireland being £6,219,000 in December, 1893, as 
compared with £6, 171,000 for the corresponding period of 
the year 1892, being an increase of £48,000, following 
an increase of £239,000 in December, 1892, over Deccm- 
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ber, 1891, and an increase of £236,000 at the close of 
1891, as compared with December, 1890. 

It will also be observed that there has been an increase 
in each year since 1873, and that the balance in Savings 
Banks on the 31st December last, was more than doable 
the amount to the credit of depositors at the close of the 
year 1873, the first year for which statistics are given 
in the Table.

4. Bank Note Circulation. 

Dealing with the Bank Note circulation in a manner 
similar to that adopted with regard to the question of 
deposits and cash balances, it will be seen from Table VI. 
that there has been an increase of £249,000 in the average 
circulation as compared with that for December, 1892, 
the average value having risen from £6,287,000 in 
December, 1892, to £6,536,000 at the corresponding 
period of 1893, following a decrease of £356,000 in 
December, 1892, as compared with December, 1891, and 
a decrease of £455,000, in December, 1891, as compared 
with the last month of 1890.

The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables 
are : — 

1st. That in December, 1893, there was an increase 
of Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish 
Joint Stock Banks as compared with the cor- 
responding period in 1892, amounting to 
£477,000, and that the amount of such Deposits 
and Cash Balances in December last, was the 
highest yet recorded. 

2nd. That there was an increase of £1,215,000 in 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
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Stock Banks in December, 1893, as compared 
with June, 1893. 

3rd. That there was a net increase of £48,000 in the 
Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
December, 1893, as compared with the close 
of the year 1892, there having been an increase 
of £139,000 in the sum in the Post Office 
Savings Banks, and a decrease of £91,000 in 
the amount in the Trustee Banks. 

4th. That there was an increase of £208,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in December, 
1893, as compared with the amount for June 
in that year. 

5th. That the amount (in December, 1893), of 
Government Funds, India Stocks, and Guaran- 
teed Land Stock on which dividends are pay- 
able at the Bank of Ireland, shows a decrease 
of £689,000 as compared with the amount at 
the close of the preceding year. 

6th. That in December, 1893, there was a diminu- 
tion of £774,000 in the amount of Government 
Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land 
Stock on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, as compared with June of 
the same year. 

7th. That in December, 1893, there was an increase 
of £249,000 in the average amount of Bank 
Note circulation, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1892. 

8th. That there was an increase of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £448,000 in De- 
cember, 1893, as compared with June of the 
same year. 
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5. Railway Statistics. 

Table VII., compiled from Returns furnished by the 
authorities of the several Companies, gives the receipts 
of Irish Railways, week by week, for the year 1893, 
compared with those for 1892. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that 
the receipts for the year were the highest yet recorded. 
In 37 weeks the receipts exceeded those for the 
corresponding weeks of the year 1892, and in 15 
weeks the receipts were below those for the corre- 
sponding periods, with the net result that in the year 
there was an increase of £73,725 or 2‘4 per cent, as com- 
pared with the amount received in 1892, the total receipts 
for the year 1893 (52 weeks) being £3,177,376 against 
£3,103,651 in 1892, and £3,147,458 in 1891, when 
the receipts were higher than those for any previous year. 

Table VIII. gives some of the principal statistics for 
Irish Railways during the ten years 1883-92, for com- 
parison with the aggregate figures at foot of Table VII. 
for 1892-93. 

The figures in Table VIII. show the revised amounts 
as given in the reports of the Board of Trade. The 
unrevised receipts compiled from the weekly returns 
furnished to me by the Railway Companies are slightly 
in excess of the revised amounts, apparently owing to 
their including some miscellaneous items which do not 
properly come within the term “ traffic receipts the 
difference, however, is small in proportion to the total 
amount.
